5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising printing the at least

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thn mnil onublod printe r bv the e-mail enabled Diinter in a c cordance with the instructions 
for tnintintt .

9. (Currently Amended) The method o f cloim ^ claim 1 , whoroin paid opooifedng 
instructions for said printing oompris e s providing printer readable langaage in aaid portion of 
th e e- mail m esfi ag ft fiirther comprising providing Printe r readable language for the at lea;gt one 
document widi the e-mail message , 

1 0. (Original) The method of claim 9, further comprising encoding said printer readable 
language prior to said sending the e-mail message over a network- 

1 1 - (Original) The method of claim 1 0, wherein said encoding comprises encoding said 
printer readable language in MIME encoding fields. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one document is attached to 
the e-mail message in an application-specific format 
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13. (Original) The method of claum 12, ftirther comprising converting the application 
specific format into a print ready file by the e-mail enabled printer, 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the at least one document is attached to 
the e-mail message in a bit-mapped image format. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method of distributing a document for printing, comprising: 
attaching at a workstation at least one document to an e-mail message; 
specifying instructions in a portion of th e e mail moGoagc for prin ti ng the at le os^-one 

dooiim p nt ^^^i^ ^ ^^''"^ p n l a ntBH jir^nring nttrihnt e q for printing the at least one document withi*^ 
tfie e-mail message, the instructions comprising user selected pri nting attributes for printing 
the at least one document : 

sending the e-mail message with the at least one document at tached thereto and the 
instructions for printing the at least one documen t specified therein to an e-mail enabled print 
server of a local network; 

extracting the at least one document and the instructions fo r printing the at least oqq 
document from the e-mail message_ at the e-mail enabled print server, and 

sending the at least one document and the instructions for printing the at least one 
document t o a networic printer of the local network by the e-mail enabled print server. 

1 6. (Original) The method of claim 1 5, ftirther comprising converting the at least one 
document into a print ready file by the e-mail enabled print server prior to said sending the at 
least one document to the network printer. 

1 7. (Original) The method of claim 1 5, further comprising storing the at least one 
document in a job retention portiott of the network printer. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 5, ftirther comprising printing the at 
least on© document by the network printe r in accordance w ith the instructions for prinfe^. 
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1 9. (Currently Amended) A system for receiving and distributing a remotely sent print 
job to a network printer, comprising: 

an e-mail enabled print server deviee-for communication with a network, the e-mail 
enabled print server configured for receiving from a remote workstation an e-mail message 
having a d o oum e nt s e nt a s a print job - C fc ttaohod th e reto^ instruotio»g o p ooified in a portion of 
tho 0 mail maaoag e foF - printing th e at l e ast one dooum e nt with user Goloo t ed printing 
attribut e s having a document sent as a print job attached thereto and inst r uctions for printing 
the document specified therein, the instructions comprising user selected printing attributes 
for printing the document, and the e-mail enabled print server configured for extracting the 
document and the instructions from the e-mail message and for transmitting the document 
and the instructions t o at least one network printer-d evic e; and 

a network printer d e vice configured to be communicatively coupled to the e-mail 
eitabled print server device over the network, the network printer d e vic e-configured for 
storing and for printing print jobs transmitted by the e-mail enabled print server-deviee. 

20. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 19, wherein the e-mail enabled print 
server dg^^ioe includes at least one microprocessor configured for converting the document 
sent as a print job into a print ready file. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A computer system for processing print jobs, comprising: 

an e-mail enabled device for creating and sending o moil with attaohmonto^ tho o moil 
comprising in s lruoiiono in a portion of th e e mail m e ssogo for printing tho at loaal ono 
HnnnTTi ft r i f wiTh nanr nolootBd printing attribut es an e-mail havin g an attachment attached 
thereto and instructions for printing the attachment spec ified therein, the instructions 
comprising user selected printing attributes for nrintin p the attachment:

extracting the attachment and the instructions for printing the att achment from the e-mail and 
for printing the attachment in accordance with the instructions: and 

a network for commimicating e-mail between said e-mail enabled device and said e- 
mail enabled printer. 
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22, (Original) The computer system of clmm 21, wherein said e-mail enabled printer 
includes a job retention memory for storing print jobs. 



23, (Original) The computer system of claim 21, wherein said e-mail enabled printer 
comprises a set of instructions for encoding and decoding attachments into a printer readable 



24. (Currently Amended) A computer system for processing print jobs, comprising:

extracting said attachment and said instructions for printing said attac hment from said e-mail, 
and for sending said attachment and said instructions fo r printing said attachment for 
printing: 

a network printer for receivin g and printing aaid attaohmcnta extracted from ijaid e 
o ^ . Ky f^niH n mftn fttinhloH print n e rv e r said attachment and said instructio n s for p rint ing said 
attachment from said e-mail enabled print_seiver, and for printing said attachment in 
accordance with said instructions ; and 

a network for facilitating conmiunicotions between said e-mail enabled device, said e- 
maiJ enabled print s erver, and said network printer.
